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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, Applicant argues that because Butehorn 
teaches end-host 201 (as client) and satellite terminal 205 (as router) are two separate devices wherein the claimed invention claim the 
router includes the client. 

It is noted that in the response received on September 07, 2006, page 1 1 , third paragraph, line 4, Applicant arguest that "the claims are 
directed to distributing rounting information in a single device (i.e., the clients are within the device) - such as described throughout the 
specificaiton, including, for example, page 10, line 8 (routing information is distributed within a router or other device". Because the 
specification discloses that "routing information is distributed within a router or device", but not the clients are within the router or device or 
the router and client are recited in a single device. Consequently, the claimed invention calls for "the router includes the client". Thus, 
Applicant relies on Figs. 2-3, 4a-c to support the amended claims. It is clear that these figures support the disclosure of the specification 
that "routing information is distributed within a router or device" but these figures do not clearly disclose that "the clients are within the 
router". Accordlingly, Applicant chooses to amend the claims to recite limitation "the router includes the client" instead the router is within 
the client. Thus, the claimed invention claim "the router includes the client" as anticipated by Butehorm as already layout detailed in the 
previous office action. 
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
